“Blessed is he whose transgression is forgiven, whose 
sin is covered. Blessed is the man unto whom the Lord im- 
puteth not inquity, and in whose spirit there is no guile.” 


—Ps. 32:1, 2. 


Those who read the Bible with 
any degree of care notice that 
when the Apostle Paul quotes 
from the thirty-second Psalm in 
the fourth chapter of Romans, 
showing the great doctrine of jus- 
tification by faith, it is in perfect 
accord with the revelation given in 
the Old Testament. He cites Abra- 
ham’s case first, a man of whom 
it was written, “Abraham believed 
God, and it was counted unto him 
for righteousness,’ and then says, 
“Even as David also describeth 
the blessedness of the man, unto 
whom God imputeth righteousness 
without works, Saying, Blessed are 
they whose iniquities are forgiven, 
and whose sins are covered.” So 
then, the thirty-second Psalm may 
well be called, as Luther said, a 
Pauline Psalm. It is in exact ac- 
cord with the truth set forth mn 
the epistle to the Romans, 


This Psalm is a wonderful rec- 
ord of redeeming grace and is Da- 
vid’s own experience. He is telling 
how he has been brought into the 
knowledge of the blessedness of 
transgression forgiven and _ sin 
covered. 

You will notice that in the first 
two verses we have four distinct 
expressions relating to the blessed 
man who is right with God. 


Blessed is he: 


1. Whose transgression is for- 
given. 

2. Whose sin is covered. 

3. Unto whom the Lord imput- 
eth not iniquity. 

4. In whose spirit there is no 
guile, 

These four things are true of all 
believers in the Lord Jesus Christ. 


David wrote this long before 
Christ came into the world. He 
wrote it as he was looking on in 
faith to the coming Saviour and 
His sacrifice. He exclaimed, ‘‘Bless- 
ed is he whose transgression is 
forgiven.’ He had no thought of 
God arbitrarily forgiving sins, or 
passing sin over, as though it were 
of no moment, but he had in view 
the work of the cross, predicted 
from the very beginning and on 
down through the ages. You will 
remember that in Psalm 51, where 


Dr. MW. A. trenside 
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he makes his great confession, he 
recognizes the fact that no sacri- 
fice that might be offered upon 
the Jewish altars could avail to 
lay the basis of righteousness, but 
he cries, “Purge me with hyssop, 
and I shall..be clean: wash me, and 
I shall be whiter than--snow.” In 
other words, the thought in Da- 
vid’s mind was this, “I cannot of- 
fer a sacrifice sufficient to atone 
for my sins, but on the basis of 
that sacrifice which Thou Thyself 
art about to provide, blot out my 
transgression and pardon my in- 
iquity.” So looking on to the 
cross, he could exultantly cry, 
“Blessed is he whose transgression 
is forgiven, whose sin is covered,” 
in the sense of being atoned for.

We drove away from Wheaton 
after the Sunday night service 
(July 13) at Calvary Baptist 
Church. After driving some 120 
miles, we found accommodations 
near Madison, Wisconsin. Monday 
night we stayed at Wall, South 
Dakota; Tuesday night at Cody, 
Wyoming—1,450 miles away from 
home. We drove into the Badlands 
in. South Dakota near sunset 
Monday; saw the Reptile Garden 
and Dinosaur Park in Rapid City, 
South Dakota, early ‘Tuesday 
morning, then on through the 
beautiful Black Hills, and we 
spent some time at Mt. Rushmore 
where, on the high mountain cliff, 
are carved gigantic figures of 
Washington, Jefferson, Lincoln 
and Theodore Roosevelt.

On every hand 
we found under the pine trees 
great masses of Lupine flowers, 
which we Texans know as Blue- 
bonnets. Two gentle-mannered

Of course, we should not be 
overtaken by surprise at this 
state of affairs for the Holy Spirit 
long ago warned us in the lan- 
guage of Paul’s epistle to Tim- 
othy that such a condition would 
exist. Second Timothy 4:3—‘“For 
the time will come when they will 
not endure sound doctrine; but 
after their own lusts shall they 
heap to themselves teachers, hav- 
ing itching ears; And they shall 
turn away their ears from the 
truth, and shall be turned unto 
fables.” 


How Important the Bible 
Makes Sound Doctrine! 


One of the basic needs of this 
hour is a re-examination of what 
the Bible itself says concerning 
sound doctrine. In its singular 
form the word doctrine occurs 45 
times in the New. Testament, and 
surely any subject receiving as 
much attention from the Holy 
Spirit as this must be of great 
importance and deserves. close 
scrutiny on our part. 


One of the earlier references to 
the importance of doctrine is 
found in Acts 2:42 where the 
characteristics of the pristine be- 
lievers are outlined as_ continu- 
ance “steadfastly in the apostles’ 
doctrine and fellowship, and in 
breaking of bread, and in pray- 
ers.” It is of particular note that 
the word itself only oceurs three 
more times in thé whole book of 


Acts, and.in two of ‘those refer- |. 


ences the enemies of the church 
scornfully refer to the teachings 
of the disciples. Perhaps the rea- 
son why so little stress is placed 
upon doctrine in Acts is because 
the accent was on action. The 
Spirit of God was moving might- 
ily and rapidly in the formation 
of the church and there was as 
yet little dispute over what was 
the faith and what was to be ex- 
cluded from it. 

However, once the church has 
been established and the vine is 
in growth there appeared many 
fungus growths seeking to attach 
themselves to the living plant; 
and it became necessary to care- 
fully delineate the body of truth 
to be held by Christian believers 


—and at the same time to warn 


of the solemn dangers of depart- 


ing from that truth or doctrine. 


Hence we hear Paul declaring: 
“But God be thanked, that ye 
were the servants of sin, but ye 
have obeyed from the heart that 
form of doctrine which was de- 
livered you” (Romans 6:17). Here 
he has reference in all probabili- 
ty to the Gospel of God’s grace— 
that form of doctrine. which had 
declared the divine provision for 
deliverance from Sin’s penalty and 
Later to’thése same Roman be- 
lievers Paul sounds a sharp warn- 
ing in the words of Romans 16: 
17, “Now I beseech you, breth- 
ren, mark them which cause di- 
visions and offences contrary to 
the doctrine which ye _ have 
learned; and avoid them.” Appar- 
ently at even this early stage of 
church history there were some 
who were attempting to dilute, 
or pollute, or adulterate, or 
change the body of truths which 
had been taught these believers, 
and the clear-cut words of the 
great apostle are to mark out 
these dissenters and_ separate 
from them. The separatist move- 
ment is as old as the first cen- 
tury A. D. In a day when the cry 
is raised on every hand for a min- 
imization of doctrinal differences, 
ome wonders how the writer of 
Romans 16:17 and the author of 
Galatians 1:8 and 9 would preach 
and teach. 

Still later, in his letter to the

Annual 


Meeting

The Conservative Bantist As- 
sociation of America held its 
eleventh meeting at’ Denver, Colo- 
rado, June 25 through July 1, 
1958, with fifteen hundred mes- 
sengers registered from. thirty- 
eight states. The meetings of the 
convention were held in the Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Church, where 
Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., held Denver’s 
last city-wide revival some twenty 
years ago. Over two thousand at- 
tended the opening service on 
Wednesday night, June 25. Dr. 
Lester Thompson, one cof the Den- 
ver Conservative Baptist pastors, 
was general chairman of the con- 
vention. 

Theme of, the convention was 
“The Hour Cometh ... and Now 
Is!” (John 4:23). Six messages 
centered on this theme, One of 
the strongest of these messages 
was by Dr. Charles Anderson of 


Bloomfield, New Jersey, and his:

SWORD OF THE LorD. There was a 
heart-warming Bible study each 
morning addressed by Dr. Eric 
Frykenberg,; the first missionary 
sent out by the Conservative Bap- 
tists many years. ago. Dr. Charles 
L. Feinberg of Talbot Seminary, 
connected with the Bible Insti- 


tute of Los Angeles, addressed a | 


special Sunday afternoon rally. 

“Organized in 1947, the Con- 
servative Baptist Association of 
America is a_ back-to-the-Bible 
fellowship of autonomous church- 
es, dedicated to soul winning, mis- 
sions, church planting, and the 
defense of the faith and is opposed 
to modernism, ali forms of theo- 
logical inclusivism and ecumeni- 
calism.” 

One of the highlights of the 
convention was the report by Dr. 


Myron B. Cedarholm of the year’s 


activities: One hundred sixteen 
churches were received in the fel- 
Jowship in this annual ‘meeting, 


making a total of 1,152 churches | 


in eleven short years since the 
work was organized. The Conser- 
vative Baptists have adopted an 
aggressive program of new church 
planting Known as ‘408 in 758,” 
calling for 408 new churches by 
December 31, 1958. At this year’s 
annual meeting, 186 new churches 
were reported under way. 


The messengers re-elected Dr. 
Russell A. Pavy as president of 
the Conservative Baptist Associa- 
tion of America and Dr. Earle 
Matteson of Tucson, Arizona, as 
Western vice-president, Rev. 
Bryce Augsburger as Central 
vice-president, and elected for the 
first time Rev. James Stewart as 
Eastern vice-president. The Con- 
servative Baptist Foreign Mission 
Society re-elected Dr. Vance 
Webster as president and Dr. Les- 
ter Thompson as vice-president. 
The Conservative Baptist Home 
Mission Society elected Dr. Frank 
Hagemann as the new president, 
and Dr. Charles Anderson as the 
new vice-president. 


Of special interest is the un- 
usual missionary activity carried 
on by this relatively small group. 
The home and foreign misslonary 
societies work on. 34 fields with 
470 missionaries. The home 
sionary society commissioned nine 


new missionarics and last year 


raised one half million dollars for | 


home mission projects. The for- 
eign society commissioned ten 
new missionaries and last yeal 


raised $1,751,963. In the past fif- | 


teen years the two mission so- 
cieties have raised over $14 mil- 
lion dollars for missions. An 
teresting comparison can 
gained by noting that the 9 mil- 
lion Southern Baptists with over 
31,000 churches have only a littie 
over 1,100 foreign missionaries 
with a budget of some $13 million 
dollars; This means—that the Con-

servative Baptists have over a 
third as many missionaries as the 
whole Southern Baptist denomi- 
nation, and that this much smal- 
ier group gives almost Gne sixth 
as much money. to foreign mission 
enterprises. ~ 

The Conservative Baptist Fel- 
lowship, the parent group for the 
whole Conservative Baptist move- 
ment, which began in the North- 
ern Baptist Convention around 
1920, elected Dr. Karle Matteson 
of Tueson, Arizona, as president 
and Dr. Richard V, Clearwaters 
as vice-president. This group has 
been the educational and informa- 
tional arm of. the Conservative 
Baptist movement. _, 

A new organization known 
the Association of Conservative 
Baptist Schools of Higher Edu- 
cation grew out of this eleventh 
annual meeting in Denver. This 
group has for its purpose the co- 
ordination of the work of the var- 
ious Conservative Baptist schools. 
Dr. Sam Bradford of Denver was 
elected president of this group 
and Dr. Warren Van Hetloo was 
elected secretary.

The Christian education  ses- 
sions which were held on Wednes- 
day were unusually well attended 
on this the second year of such 
meetings. Also: particularly well 
attended this year were the spe- 
cial youth sessions held on Satur- 
day. 

Of special significanc? was ac- 
tion taken by the messengers on 
the issue of premillennialism, For 
several years there been a 
ereat deal of discussion and divi- 
sion in the two mission societies 
over this doctrinal issue. Although 
the group which founded the Con- 
servative Baptist movement was 
premillennial, yet it was never ex- 
plicitly stated in the doctrinal 
statement. This year the messen- 


has 


'gers voted nearly unanimously 
that both the home and foreign 
mission societies should have as 


a standing resolution that no paid 
officer or elected official or board 
member or missionary under ei- 
ther of these two boards could hold 
other than the premillennial posi- 
tion on the return of Christ. 

Next year’s annual meeting will 

held in Cincinnati. 

It was a great joy for the as- 
sistant editor to fellowship with 
many of these strong, fervent 
leaders of the Conservative DBap- 
tist movement at the Denver

stopped the car they flitted away 
through the pine trees. We drove 
through the gorgeous ‘Tensleep 
Canyon, then about 7:00 p. m. 
on Tuesday arrived in Cody, Wy- 
oming, where we found motel 
rooms, ate at a cafeteria, and at 
8:00 o’clock were ready for the 
famous nightly rodeo, which runs 
all summer. It was more genuine- 
ly amateur, more western, and 
more fun than the _ professional 
rodeos in Chicago and New York. 
The calves won more often than 
the men in the calf-roping con- 
test! The broncs busted the men 
about as often as vice versa! The 
comments, the razzing, the ap- 
plause from the big stadium were 
informal and enthusiastic. 


However, as an old westerner, 
I was greatly impressed with the 
fine horses, some of the best I 
ever saw in intelligence, training 
and skill, for riding and handling 
and roping. 


A Happy Day in Yellowstone 
Park , 


Wednesday morning we were 
up at 5:00 and after breakfast 
in a Cody cafeteria were on our 
way the fifty-three miles through 
Shoshone Canyon to the east en- 
trance of Yellowstone Park. Some 
years ago I held a revival at 
Cody, but had never been to Yel- 
Jowstone. This tremendous nation- 
al park of 3,600 square miles oc- 
cupies a northwest corner of Wy- 
oming, with strips of Montana 
and of Idaho. It has the largest 
assortment of hot springs, gey- 
sers, and natural wonders in the 
world. 


We especially enjoyed the bears 
—comedians, beggars, yet wild 
animals who think they own Yel- 
lowstone Park. There are buffalo, 
elk, deer, coyote, and other wild 

animals in this great game refuge 


to California 


where they are protected by law 
the year round. But we saw main- 
ly bears because they wait along 
the roadside hoping for handouts. 
It is against the rules to feed 
them since they are wild and are 
likely to cuff or claw any one 
in their way, and they may climb 
right into a car in search of food. 
Again and again. they stood on 
their hind feet, put their front 
paws on our car window and 
begged us for food, like a hungry 
dog by the table. We. counted 
thirty-five bears on the. park 
roads. Sometimes they were coal 
black, more often a tawny cinna- 
mon color, sometimes modest 
dark brown. 

We enjoyed most a mother bear 
and two frisky cubs. As we pulled 
off the road, mama bear came 
sniffing to inquire what there was 
to eat. Mrs. Rice had gotten out 
of the car to take pictures, but as 
mama bear came very eagerly 
forward, Mrs. Rice piled into the 
back of the car without ceremony, 
on top of Miss Viola, and slammed 
the door! When mama bear stood 
on her hind feet and looked in 
the window, one little bear tried 
the same thing. But it was a tall 
stretch and baby bear’s feet slip- 
ped out from under him and he 
slid on his pants under our car! 
But he quickly got up and pro- 
ceeded to beg. 

We saw the graceful elk graz- 
ing in a meadow. One deer bound- 
ed across the road as we ap- 
proached the park entrance. We 
also saw woodchucks along the 
road, 


We drove the long drive down 
the Yellowstone River along the 
Grand Canyon of Yellowstone, 
took pictures of the Upper Falls 
and Lower Falls. The big circuit 
of the park brought us to the 


Mammoth Hot Springs where all 


over the hillside were bubbling 


‘ 


springs of hot water depositing 
vari-cclored -calcium deposits. We 
drove by many steaming hot 
springs. We even saw by the big 
Yellowstone Lake vapor escaping, 
and Miss Viola burned her toe 
testing it. One could have cooked 
eggs over that hot steam escaping 
from the sandy seashore a few 
feet from the water. 

We saw acres of geysers and 
hot springs, and came at last to 
Old Faithful. It has, since dis- 
covered in 1870, erupted regular- 
ly at almost one-hour intervals, 
though it has varied from. thirty 
to ninety minutes. The geyser 
tosses a column of hot water 106 
to 130 feet—thousands of gallons. 
Great crowds gather every hour 
to see the eruption. We took pic- 
tures. Most of Wednesday was 
spent in Yellowstone Park. How 
refreshed we were with the scene- 
ry, the flowers, the wonders of 
nature, and perhaps most_of all, 
by the bears. ~ 


After buying more film for our 
cameras, more picture post cards 
of the park, we left the grand 
Yellowstone Park by the southern 
entrance, headed for Salt Lake 
City. 


The Grand Tetons and Great 
Salt Lake 


On Wednesday night we reached 
Jackson, Wyoming, got our sup- 
per, found a motel, then while the 
car was being serviced, went to 
the crowded square of the little 
town to see the nightly re-enact- 
ing of the hanging of a stagecoach 
robber! For the tourists there 
was a bank robbery, a stagecoach 
holdup, a mounted posse, and gun 
battle in the streets. The blank 
cartridges punctuated the mono- 
logue on the loudspeakers. Before 
it was over, one “dead” man was 
draped over the top of a stage- 
coach station, another sprawled 
atop a filling station, the “bandit” 
lay supposedly dead in the street 
and was packed like a sack of 
flour across the back of a horse. 
It was corny, ridiculous, amateur- 


ish, but. funny, and it delighted 
the tourists and was thoroughiy 
enjoyed by the “wild westerners”’ 
who took part, local townspeople 
well known. Then all the stores 
were open. to get the tourisit’s 
dollar after 8:00 o’clock at night. 

Coming to Jackson we passed 
through the Grand Teton Nation- 


al Park and saw, we think. the 
most awe-inspiring mountains in 
America—-rugged, sharp-toothed 
peaks, with snow on the north 


side, We drove along the Snake 
tiver, through the Jackson Hole 
country,—by tremendous lakes. 
The next day—Thursday 

came down through Logan, 

den, and on to Salt Lake City. 
After lunch and a visit to the 
giant Mormon ‘Tabernacle, we 
drove out to Salt Lake and float- 
ed in the briney waters where one 
floats like a cork and eannot sink. 
Then on across the Salt Lake 
Desert westward, out of Utah, 
and across the state of Nevada. 
In one _ three-hundred-mile ex- 
panse there were only one or two 


filling stations. Thursday night 
we spent at itly, Nevada. 
Tioga Pass, Yosemite Park, 


and to Santa Cruz, California 
We came into California by the 
back door, a highway not greatly 


traveled, across the rugged 
mountains on the east side of 
Yosemite National Park. Miss

The moment a poor sinner comes 
to God owning his guilt and trust- 
ing, in the» Lord Jesus Christ, his 
sin is atoned for; covered, never to 
be made manifest again, blotted 
out forever. The Word of God is, 
“As far as the east is from the 
west, so far hath he removed our 
‘transgressions from us.” Again 
God declares, “I have blotted out, 
as a thick cloud, thy transgres- 
sions.” 


It is only through the atoning 
work of Jesus Christ that: God is 
enabled thus to be just and the 
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justifier of him who believes in 
Jesus Christ. 


Unforgiven Sins Distress 

Listen again to what David says, 
“Blessed is he whose transgres- 
sion is forgiven, whose sin is cov- 
ered.” He goes on and tells of the 
many weeks and months in which 
his conscience was in great dis- 
tress because of his sins, “When 
I kept silence, my bones waxed 
old through my roaring all.the day 
long.” ‘There “is*nothing 6n earth 
that will so oppress one, or that 
will so distress the soul, as a 
sense of unforgiven sin pressing 
down upon the conscience. We find 
in the Scripture, “He that covereth 
his sins shall not prosper: but 
whoso confesseth and forsaketh 
them shall have mercy.” 


Have you unforgiven sins resting 
on your conscience, and have you 
been hoping to hide it? Be certain 
that the Word of God is still true: 
“Be sure your sin will find you 
out.’ Some of men’s sins, we read, 
are going before them to judg- 
ment, and some men they follow 
after. Some men’s sins are so 
manifest that they can’t be hidden. 
Everyone knows just what they 
are. Other men manage to keep 
their sins hidden-so that very few 
on earth know anything about 
them. By and by, at the judgment 
bar of God, their sins will seem 
to leap up and drag their souls to 
the lowest depths of the pit, when 
it will be-too late to put them 
away.

Story of Robert Bruce 


My heart was stirred as I heard 
A. H. Stewart tell a story of Scot- 
land’s great king, Robert Bruce. 
On one occasion he was fleeing 
from the English soldiers of King 
Edward. They were almost upon 
him, and he realized he was not 
maintaining the speed he should, 
so he left the path and started 
through the thick forest, hoping to 
escape. He ran mile after mile 
thinking that perhaps, at last, he 
had eluded the vengeance of his 
foes, when suddenly he heard a 
sound that caused his heart almost 
to stand still. It was the baying of 
his own bloodhounds. He knew the 
English had let loose his hounds, 
and put them on their master’s 
track, and the animals which 
might be supposed to be doing 
Robert Bruce a favor in running 
him down, were Jéading his--foes 
to the place where he was hidden. 
He knew now that all was over 
with him, unless he was able to 
put something between himself 
and the dogs to throw off the 
scent. Spent and worn, he toiled on 
several more weary miles until 
he came to a clear, rapid moun- 
tain stream. He plunged in and 
then hastened down the stream a 
mile or so, and came out on the 
other side of the forest. There he 
hid from the sight of his pursuers 


to the water, and ran up and 
down, baying and crying for the 
scent. The water had washed it 
away. They were unable to follow 
their master, and Robert Bruce 
escaped from the vengeance of the 
enemy. 


Oh, my friends, there is only one 
stream that will wash out the 
scent of sin, and that is the pre- 
cious blood of Christ which cleans- 
eth from all sin. All who come to 
Jesus, all who trust in Him, are 
forever free from the judgment 
which their sins deserve. So David 
tells us that the time came when 
it was impossible for him to hide 
his own sin, impossible to cover his 
own transgression, and he says, “I 
acknowledge my sin unto thee, and 
mine iniquity have I not hid. I 
said, I will confess my transgres- 
sions unto the Lord; and thou for- 
gavest the iniquity of my sin.”’ We 
read, “If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness” (I John 1:9), 


Precious Hiding Place 


Then you will notice as you drop 
your eyes down to the seventh 
verse that he exclaims, as he looks 
up into the face of God whom he 
had sinned against, “Thou art my 
hiding place; thou shalt preserve 
me from trouble; thou shalt com- 
pass me about with songs of deliv-

erance.” Think of it! For a long 
time David had been hiding from 
God, but now we find him hiding 
in God. Which are you doing to- 
day? Are you hiding from Him, 
or have you fled to Him for refuge 
and found a safe hiding place? We 
read in the book of the prophet 
Isaiah, ‘‘And a man shall be as an 
hiding place from the wind, and a 
covert from the tempest; as rivers 
of water in a dry place, as the 
shadow of a great rock in a weary 
land” (Isa. 32:2). 

I remember when we were 
working among the Indians, a lit- 
tle group of us had gone into an 
Indian village to present the Word. 
When we were on our way back 
to another village, we were over- 
taken by a tremendous thunder- 
storm. We were near a great, over- 
hanging cliff with a cave within, 
and our Indian guide led the way 
hastily through the pouring rain 
to this great rock, rising up from 
the floor of the desert, and in that 
cave we all fgund shelter.

Dear friends, Scripture’ turns 
things just the other way. Paul 
says, “As though God did beseech 
you by us, we pray you in Christ’s 
behalf, be ye reconciled unto God.” 

I can remember the night I was 
converted. I can recall, though I 
was just fourteen, kneeling in my 
own room in the presence of God. 
I began to beseech Him to look 
upon me in grace and save my 
soul. Then I thought, ‘‘What is it 
that I am asking God to do? I am 
asking Him to do something that 
He has been offering to do for 
years, but I have been refusing 
to permit Him to do it. I am ask- 
ing Him to give me something— 


salvation, eternal life—which He 
has been offering me for years’ 


past, and yet here I come pleading 
for it. Why not simply accept His 
salvation and thank Him?” 


I remember the words that came 
home to my soul, “He that be- 
lieveth on him is not condemned: 
but he that believeth not is con- 
demned already, because he hath 
not believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God.” Kneel- 
ing there I said to Him, “Blessed 
God, I do believe in Thy Son. I 
trust Him now as my Saviour, and 
Thou hast told me, ‘He that be-

I knew then and there that He 
had saved me in His infinite love 
and kindness. I knew something 
of the meaning of David’s expres-

Ephesian church, the apostle cau- 
tions, “That we henceforth be no 
more children, tossed to and fro, 
and carried about with every wind 
of doctrine, by the sleight of men, 
and cunning craftiness; whereby 


‘they lie in wait to deceive” (Eph. 


4:16). 
But it is in the two epistles 
to Timothy, his protege in the, 


faith, that Paul hammers harder 


and harder on the importance of 
adherence to sound doctrine. Here 
he sternly reminds Timothy. that 
he in turn is to charge the Ephe- 
sians to be careful “that they 
teach no other doctrine, Neither 
give heed to fables and endless 
genealogies” (I Tim. 1:3, 4). 


And in a passage almost. start- 
ling in its associatior he says 
that “the law is not made for a 
righteous man, but for the law- 
less and disobedient, for the. un- 
godly and for sinners, for unholy 
and profane, for murderers of 
fathers and murderers of mothers, 
for manslayers, For whoremon- 
gers, for them that defile them- 
selves with mankind, for men- 
stealers, for liars, for perjured 
persons, and if there be any other 
thing that is contrary to sound 
doctrine...” (I Tim. 1:9, 10). Cer- 


tainly it can scarcely be gainsaid 


that by and large, and in the long 
run, there is an intimate connec- 
tion between what a man believes 
and what a man is. Doctrine and 
doing—creed and conduct are 
vitally connected! 


Paul then proceeds,-to-admonish 
this young leader. that “if. thou 
put the brethren. in “remembrance 
of these things, thoti shalt be a 
good* minister of Jesus Christ, 
nourished up in the. words of faith 
and of good doctrine;~whereunto 
thou hast attained” (I Tim. 4:6). 
And, ‘Till I come, give attendance 
to... doctrine” (vs. 13). 


Let it be carefully noted that 
Paul has just sounded a grim note 
of warning that the latter times 
would be marked by a departure 
from the faith, with many giving 
heed to seducing spirits and doc- 
trines of demons (4:1). The anti- 
dote for these perilous conditions 
is a people “nourished up in the 
words of faith and of good doc- 
trine.” The tense of this verb 
nourished suggests that it is not 
by one outstanding banauet, nor 
by an occasional feast, but by a 
regular diet of everyday feeding 
on good solid fare—not, let it be 
noted, fancy pastries, but good 
old-fashioned bread and _ butter, 
meat and potatoes! 


As an article of spiritual diet 
these days, words of faith and 
good doctrine are out-of fashion. 
We are so enamored of bright, 
brief, brotherly talks, or short, 
sweet, sisterly addresses, that we 
are impatient of anything “hea- 
vy.” The result is that we are 
breeding a race of half-starved 
Christians so anemic in spiritual 
vitamins that they are easy prey 
to every current disease. You 
can’t grow strong on a glass of 
milk and a bun! The delicate 
Spiritual digestion of ‘must mod- 
ern Christians has been produced 
and is cultivated by the demi- 
tasse fare on which they are fed. 
No one can enjoy spiritual health 
and vigor whose appetite is poor. 
The cry of the hour across our 
land is for something new! Who 
says that the old is no longer use- 
ful. Because a truth is old does 
not make it untrue. 


A young preacher was admon- 
ished by his people to give them 
something new in his sermons— 
the plain implication being that 
the old truths of the Word were 
out of date and no longer rele- 
vant. In response he prefaced his 
next sermon with the words, “I’m 
going to give you something 
brand new today. Here it is: 2 
plus 2 equals 5! That’s certainly 
new, but it isn’t true!” 

In his final charge to this 
young bishop, Timothy, as Paul 
neared the end of his journey, he 
carefully and solemnly warned 
Timothy of the sad state of af- 
fairs when men would “not en- 
dure sound doctrine; but after 
their own lusts shall they heap to 
themselves teachers, having itch- 
ing ears; And they shall turn 
away their ears from the truth, 
and shall be turned unto fables” 
(II Tim. 4:3, 4). 


And what is to be our response 


Sound Doctrine 


to this attitude and condition? 
Are we to accommodate ourselves 
to the likes and dislikes of men? 
Are we to cater to their whims? 
Or cower before their demands? 
Indeed not! We are to “preach the 
word; be instant in season, out 
of season; reprove, rebuke, ex- 
hort with all longsuffering and 
doctrine” (vs, 2). 


The learning of mathematical 
axioms and algebraic formulas 
and the’’fables and logarithms of 
calculus may indeéd be _ tedious 
and tasteless for a time—and 
there might be some who would 
like to devise a more popular and 
attractive way to absorb these 
fundamentals of mathematics; 
but the fact remains that their 
forms and substance are time- 
proven and they are indispensible 
to an understanding of all. the 
problems of practical mathe- 
matics. And the _ old-fashioned, 
biblical and theological expressions 
of the fundamental tenets of our 
faith may appear to some to be 
tedious and tasteless in their ex- 
pression, and even no longer up 
to date—but the fact still remains 
that the words of faith and sound 
doctrine were_ sufficient for cen- 
turies to solve the problems of life 


rand death for our forefathers, and 


there is little reason to believe 
that they are inadequate for the 
complexities of modern life. 


Separation From Those Not.) 


Holding Sound Doctrine 
Is Commanded 


Toward the end of the New 
Testament, in the tiny epistle of 
II John, stands one of the clear- 
est_caution lights._regarding. the 
importance of sound doctrine and 
the equal importance of separa- 
tion from those~who do not hold 
to this soundness of doctrine. Af- 
ter having clearly predicted that 
there were many deceivers who 
had entered into the world who 
confess not that Jesus. Christ is 
come in the flesh, John Says, 
“Whosoever transgresseth, and 
abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God .. .” And 
further, “If there come any unto 
you, and bring not this doctrine, 
receive him not into your house, 
neither bid him God speed: For 
he that biddeth him God speed is 
partaker of his evil deeds.” This 
vital doctrine to which John here 
refers is the incarnation of the 
Lord Jesus Christ and certainly 
that incarnation involves’ such 
doctrine as His virgin birth, for 
He was the holy Son of God, 
come into our world of sin, and 
come as the Bible says He came 
—through the virgin’s womb. He 
was GOD with us. Thus:is clearly 
expressed His’ essential and 
unique deity, and the central pur- 
pose of His coming in the flesh 
is elsewhere expressed in I Jobn 
3:8, “. . . For this purpose the 
Son of God was manifested, that 
he might destroy the works of the 
devil.”” And, of course, the place 
where that victory was accom- 
plished was at Calvary. Hence 
there is clearly implied in the 
doctrine of Christ not only His 
virgin birth, not only His unique 
deity, but also His atoning work 
on the cross. This doctrine is so 
vital that John says that any one 
who does not confess to it is a 
deceiver and an Antichrist! Fur- 
thermore, the believer must mark 
such out and refuse to bid such 
Godspeed for fear of being in- 
cluded in the indictment of having 
become a partaker of his evil 
deeds. In this day of increasing 
ecumenical emphasis, such a sober 
warning should give the greatest 
pause! 


Sound Doctrine and Sound 
Behavior Both Commanded 


Now, no review of the Bible’s 
emphasis upon the impcrtance of 
sound doctrine would be complete 
without noting the relationship be- 
tween sound doctrine and sound 
deportment. Without being face- 
tious we may say that there are 
many who are orthodox who are 
not orthopaedic! They are sound 
in the head but unsound in the 
feet. 'Somehow they have never 
been able to connect their cor- 
rectness of doctrinal aaherence 
with a soundness of character and 
behavior. The New Testament 
does not neglect the emphasis 
upon the connection between the 


two. Perhaps no passage of the 
New Testament is clearer here 
than Titus 2: In the very heart 
of a prolonged passage on be- 
havior and conduct Paul exhorts, 
“But speak thou the things which 
become sound doctrine: . .. in 
all things showing thyself a pat- 
tern of good works: in doctrine 
showing uncorruptness, gravity, 
sincerity ...” and “exhort” others 
“that they may adorn the doc- 
trine of God our Saviour in all 
things.” It is not only important 
to adore doctrine, but it is equal- 
ly important to adern sound doc- 
trine by a godly and exemplary 
life. 


When all of these Scriptures 
are surveyed and scrutinized, one 
cannot escape the inevitable con- 
clusion that the very greatest im- 
portance is placed in the New 
Testament upon holding to and 
preaching sound doctrine. It is 
necessary in order to be true to 
the faith once for all delivered 
unto the saints; it is essential to 
the building of a proper founda- 
tion for a strong superstructure 
of Christian living; and further-

stone, on down to Hoe’s 
perfecting printing-press. 
It took all the universi- 
ties of the past, all the 
martyr fires, all the civ- 
ilizations, all the battles, 
all the victories, all the 
defeats, all the glooms, 
all the brightness, al] the 
centuries to make it pos- 
sible. 


A book! It is the chorus 
of the ages—it is the 
drawing room in which 
kings and queens and ora- 
tors and poets and his- 
torians and philosophers 
come out to greet you. If 
I worshiped anything on 
earth I would worship 
that. If I burned any in- 
cense to any idol I would 
build an altar to that. 
Thank God for good 
books, helpful books, 
inspiring books, Christian 
books, books for men, 
books for women, Book 
of God.

more, it is the very substance of 
our message to a lost world. 


Now, of course, we are face to 
face today with severe theologi- 
cal struggles. From the very be- 
ginning Satan has attacked the 
truth of God and sought to con- 
fuse men on what God’s revela- 
tion really is. It is not my pur- 
pose, nor am I qualified to trace 
here tonight the historical pattern 
of the theological struggles of the 
Christian era. Suffice it to say 
that the old battleground of liber- 
alism where severe struggles have 
occurred has changed somewhat 
and we find ourselves facing the 
Same old enemy but on a new 
front. We speak today not of lib- 
eralism as the foe to be faced 
and fought, but rather we speak 
of Neo-Orthodoxy. But on what- 
ever front and _ whatever® the 
change in weapons appears to be, 
we knew that the real enemy is 
still the same, and the target of 
his hatred is still the same. Sa- 
tan is our foe and God and all 
those associated with Him are 
still Satan’s objectives. Basically 
the target of Satan’s attack is 
the Bible because in that Book is 
God’s clearest revelation of Him- 
self. Emil Brunner once said, 
“The fate of the Bible is the fate 
of Christianity.” A man’s attitude 
and evaluation of the Bible is the 
clearest indicator of his attitude 
toward God Himself, the Lord Je- 
sus Christ and Christianity. 


There Are Certain Essential 
Fundamentals of Faith 


I am certain that no one here 
will dispute the importance I 
have sought to place upon the 
place and prominence of sound 
doctrine in our preaching and liv- 
ing today, The ticklish question 
is, Just what is to be considered 
sound doctrine? That is, sound 
enough to be placed in the cate- 
gory of importance or fundamen- 
tal? 

The very use of the term fun- 
damental immediately raises the 
temperature of the discussion and 
we find ourselves in an atmos- 
phere of conflict. I shall not both- 
er to debate the use of the term 
fundamentalism. We are all of us 
aware of the sins- that have been 
committed in the name of funda- 
mentalism and of the abuses that 
have adhered to the term. We 
are not only aware of it but de- 
plore it, and some of us may even 
be ashamed of the fact that we 
have ourselves contributed to the 
disrepute into which the term has 
fallen. However, I am also aware 
of all the sins that have been 
committed in the name of Ameri- 
canism or democracy, and de- 
plore them. I am not ready, how- 
ever, to abandon the use of the 
name American nor even to aban- 
don my proud claim that I am an 
American! Nor by the same token 
am I ready to abandon the use of 
the term fundamental or abandon 
my claim that I am a fundamen- 
talist!

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Sound Doctrine 


mere change in label will assure 
the purity of the contents of the 
bottle! Must we forever go on 
seeking new terms of reference 
by which to identify ourselves? 
Whatever other connotations the 
term fundamental may have, it 
certainly refers to those “things 
which are most surely believed 
among us.” I recognize that it is 
in the realm of delineation of the 
things that must be considered 
“fundamental” to our faith we of- 
ten find ourselves badly divided 
in opinion. And when I say “we” 
in this reference I mean those of 
us who have committed ourselves 
to Christ as our personal Lord 
and Saviour. 

For a few moments I would 
like to borrow a term from an- 
other and use it as a framework 
of reference. I believe that there 
are certain “Irreducible Mini- 
mums” which must be held sacred 
and inviolate to us. if.we-«are “to 


present the historie--and—bibliecak: 


and evangelieal- message to the 
world of our day. Outside this 
circle, less than these Irreducible 
Minimums, a man cannot be con- 
sidered a fundamentalist nor a 
conservative in his’ theology— 
surely not an evangelical; and I 
go so far as to say even that I do 
not believe that he can be consid- 
ered to be a Christian, and I mean 
a Christian in its purest biblical 
sense. 

I cannot bring myself to the 
place of hearty agreement. with 
the reductions of the fundamen- 
tals of our Christian faith to the 
single fact enunciated recently in 
one of our national Christian per- 
iodicals by its well-known editor 
as he said, “But anybody who be- 
lieves that Jesus Christ is God, 
then we must get together with 
him... If you believe that Jesus 
Christ is the Lord God Almighty 
—not only the Son of God, but 
God the Son; and if you believe 
that He.came on the cross and 
was wounded for our transgres- 
sions and bruised for cur iniqui- 
ties—then you are my brother 
and sister in Christ and you he- 
long to me, and I belong to you, 
and we are one in Christ because 
His life is within us.” 

This, I feel, is an oversimplifi- 
cation of Christian faith, and 
would allow even the Romanist 
to be classified as a Christian 
and a defender of historic Chris- 
tianity! 

Much of the teaching concern- 
ing the Christian faith today is 
what we might call circumference 
teaching; that is, it jis teaching 
done in the outer realms of New 
Testament teaching with little or 
no emphasis upon the great cen- 
ter truths. These center truths 
constitute the very heart of the 
Christian message—or the Irre- 
ducible Minimums of the Chris- 
tian faith. Not to believe in the 
circumference truths of our faith 
is weakening, but not to believe 
in the center truths is absolutely 
disastrous. 


A recognizable difficulty, of 
course, is determining what are 
center truths—those which are so 
fundamental to our faith that no 
surrender is possible in their area 
without a tragic betrayal of the 
faith itself; and what are circum- 
ference truths—areas in which we 
may differ and yet not so radical- 
ly as to affect our fellowship with 
one another. It would seem 1o 
me that the Irreducibles of the 
Christian faith are: 

The Validity of the Word of 

God, 

The Virgin Birth of Christ, 

The Virtuous Life of Christ, 

The Vicarious Death of Christ, 

The Victorious Resurrection of 

Christ, 
And the Visible Return of the 
Lord Jesus. 


The Infallibility and Authori- 
ty of the Bible the First 
Fundamental 

The real lines of battle are 
drawn once again just where they 
ought to be drawn—on the ques- 
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tion of the veracity and validity 
of the Bible as the Word of God. 


Sir Walter Scott wrote long ago: 


“Within this awful volume lies 

The mystery of mysteries. 

Happy they of human race 

To whom God has given grace; 

To read, to fear, to hope, to pray, 

To lift the latch and force the way; 

But better had he ne'er been born 

Who reads to doubt, or reads to scorn.” 


Men should have learned long 
ago of the terrible danger of 
tampering with or quibbling at 
the Word of God! How easily are 
the lessons of Eden lost to us! 
It was “the;,eareléss handling of 
the Word of G6éd by¥"the mother 
of.us-all that led to disaster be- 
fore.the--tempter's-assaults. It is 


e time that-we-once again af- 
firm=-our--unshaken and unwaver- 
ing-faith inthe Bible as the Word 
of God. If God has not spoken 


‘to us in this Holy Word, then we 


are plunged into darkness and 
despair. A man’s attitude toward 
the Bible is the sure criterion of 
his attitude toward God Himself. 
Let go our faith in the Bible as 
the inerrant, infallible and in- 
spired Word of God and the very 
foundations have been destroyed, 
and if the foundations be de- 
stroyed, what will the righteous 
do? 


The Absolute Essentiality of 
the Virgin Birth 

And it is in the pages of this 
glorious Book that we find the 
full-length portrait of the living 
Word of God Himself. The de- 
tails of that portrait are so clear- 
ly drawn that only the blind can- 
not see. On the very first page of 
the New Testament is the cate- 
eorical statement, “Behold, a vir- 
gin shall. be with child, and shall 
bring forth a son, and they shall 
call his name Emmanuel, which 
being interpreted is, God with us.” 
The Bible distinctly states that 
the Jesus who was called Messiah 
the Christ; the Jesus who died on 
the cursed tree of Calvary- bear- 
ing there the penalty of the sins 
of ail mankind; the Jesus who 
arose triumphant from the grave 
—that Jesus came into this world 
as the sinlessly conceived and 
miraculously born son of a virgin 
woman by the name of Mary. To 
deny that this is so is to deny 
the trustworthiness of Matthew 
and is in effect to deny the very 
trustworthiness of the entire Bi- 
ble itself. 

some years ago there was a 
thunderous voice heard on behalf 
of the fundamentals of the Chris- 
tian faith out of the heart of 
Manhattan. Dr. I. M. Haldeman, 
with a logic that was smashing 
and brutal, argued the awful “‘if”’ 
of the denial of the virgin birth 
of Christ. He cried, ‘Consider the 
effect upon the name, character 
and reputation of Mary the moth- 
er of Jesus if He were not born 
of the virgin. She was espoused 
to Joseph. But Joseph denied the 
paternity of Jesus. This means 
that Mary was guilty of breaking 
wedlock; it means that she was 
guilty of fornication .... Deny 
the virgin birth and you give to 
Mary, the mother of Christ, a 
stain, a shame that all the waters 
of the seven seas cannot wash 
out, 


“Consider,” he cried, “the ef- 
fect of the denial of the virgin 
birth upon the name and reputa- 
tion of Jesus Himself. If some 
other man than Joseph were His 
father, then He was born out of 
wedlock; then He was an illegiti- 
mate child. But that is not all 
—His human father was un- 
known. He was not known in that 
day and He is not known in this 
day. Then Jesus Christ was the 
illegitimate’ son of an unknown 
father. And what is the name in 
all languages you give to the son 
of an unknown father? It is an 
ugly and nasty name—He was a 
bastard. And would you know 
what God Almighty thinks of a 
bastard? ‘A bastard shall not en- 
ter into the congregation of the 
Lord: even to his tenth genera- 
tion shall he not enter into the 
congregation of the Lord’ (Deut. 
2 :2). 

Then this great preacher of a 
bygone generation rises to the

heights of impassioned logic when 
he argues, “If Jesus Christ were 
not virgin-born then, of course, 
He had a human father; if He 
had -a human father, then He in- 
herited the nature of that father:

failure, and bids us face eternity 
with no light in the darkness. 

Can any sensible person thus 
deny that a cardinal point of 
sound doctrine and an indispen- 
sible plank in the platform of 
evangelical and historical Chris- 
tian faith is the virgin birth of 
Christ? A man cannot even be a 
true Christian who denies deliber- 


ately this fact of the faith. 


The Sinless Deity of Christ Is 
Basic to Christianity 

Another Irreducible Minimum 
of our Faith is the virtuous life 
of our Lord Jesus. His was a sin- 
less life and a sinless life can only 
be lived in a sinful sphere by one 
who is no less than God Himself. 
The unique deity of Jesus Christ 
constitutes the bedrock of al! 
Christian truth. A Saviour who 
is not quite God is like a bridge 
that is broken at the farther end 
—we are left dangling in despair 
and hopelessness. 

In the days when the Nazi 
hordes were sweeping up to the 
gates of Moscow the Order of the 
Day issued to the men who were 
fighting in Leningrad, street by 
street and house by house, was, 
“There is no land beyond the Vol- 
ga!’’ Despite the fact that thou- 
sands of miles of Russian steppes 
lay beyond the Volga River, this 
was the point beyond which there 
could be no retreat else all was 
lost. And there is no land beyond 
the Volga of the deity of Jesus 
Christ! If He were not God, of 
very God, then we and all men 
are lost, and Christianity is a 
farce. As for me, I can say with 
Elizabeth Cheney in her joyful 
affirmation: 


Though scholars disagree

What only God can do. 


I may not be able to answer all 
the learned arguments advanced 
by the scholars of our day who 
deny the deity of my Lord, but I 
know that if He be not God's 
Son, then my soul is all forlorn.

Death the Indispensible 
Heart of Christian Faith 


And when we stand before the 
eross on Calvary’s hill and seek 
to understand the meaning of that 
awful deed, we are placing our 
finger upon the very pulse of the 
Christian faith. In the plainest 
language—and if ever language 
must be plain it is in the declara- 
tion of so important a truth as 
the meaning of Calvary——Paul de- 
clares, ‘‘But God commendeth his 
love toward us in that while we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for 
us.” Any interpretation of the 
death of Christ that makes it less 
than the vicarious, substitutionary 
death of the Son of God on be- 
half of sinners is not only an un- 
true and faulty interpretation;

Faith 
In his simple declaration to the 
Corinthians of that message 
which he had received by divine 
revelation, and which had been 
declared to them to the saving of 
their souls, Paul stated one of 
its cardinal points as, “And that 
he rose again from the dead ac- 
cording to the Scriptures.” 

Against even this Gibraltar of 

the Christian faith the assaults 

of unbelief have been hurled—but 
to no avail. Surely this is an hour 
when the victorious truth of our 

Lord’s triumph over death and 

the grave needs to be reaffirmed 

and announced. 


Another has said that if Christ 
be not raised from the dead then 
“there is nothing to do but array 
Ourselves in our grief, recall the 
past as much as we may, live over 
eg2in in memory the old days for- 
ever gone, live the best that time 
and opportunity shall give us, and 
anticipate the hour when we shall 
become nothing more than the 
senseless clod under our feet; live 
es best we may unto the hour 
when all faith, all effort, and 
high emprise shatl go down into 
the night and stillness of an eter- 
mal silence.” 


But if ever there was a day 
when the declaration and procla- 
mation of a living Christ who is 
able to break the bondage of sin 
and deliver from the chains of 
fear is needed, this is that day 
and this the hour. 


Christ’s Visible Return Es- 
sential to Christian Faith 


I make bold to add that there 
is one other cardinal fact of the 
faith that must be included in the 
Irreducible Minimums, and _ that 
is the visible return of our Lord 
Jesus Christ to this world. Who 
can deny that Jesus promised His 
return? Who can deny that the 
early Christians believed that He 
meant what He said when He 
said He would return? And who 
can deny that that blessed truth 
has been the hope and day star 
of the saints through all the dark 
ages of their suffering history? 
And in a world that has at last 
discovered such sure and fright- 
ening means of destroying itself, 
so that men’s hearts are failing 
them for fear of looking after 
the things that are coming upen 
the earth, who will deny that the 
hope of the Lord’s return is a 
blessed and comforting hope? 


Now you will notice that I did 
not include in these minimums 
of faith any reference to the time 
when our Lord will return. I did 
not say that the return of Jesus 
Christ before the millennium or 
even before the tribulation peri- 
od was a fundamental of our 
faith. I want to say that this is 
an enormous concession for me 
personally to make! All my_ back- 
ground of training and teaching 
has led me to hold earnestly and 
vigorously to the blessedness of 
the truth of our Lord's personal 
and imminent return to. this 
earth. I not only believe that Je- 
sus is coming back again, but I 
Sincerely and earnestly believe 
that He is coming not only before 
the establishment of His millen- 
nial kingdom here on the earth, 
but that He is coming in: the 
clouds of Heaven before a time of 
terrible trouble and distreSs on 
the earth called by the name trib- 
ulation; and that the purpose of 
His coming thus is to raise the 
dead from their graves and to 
rapture the living. I believe this 
truth earnestly and preach it just 
as earnestly, 


F'urthermore, I preacn that the 
imminency of the Lord’s return 
is one of the most powerfu! mis- 
sionary incentives, one of the 
strongest soul-winning motives, 
and one of the greatest deterrents 
to backsliding, and grandest en- 
couragements to holy Christian 
living. Not only so, but. it brings 
me real grief to hear brethren 
whom I love in the faith deny or 

alittle or minimize the Lord Je- 
sus’ imminent return. My grief 
does not in any sense, nowever,

affect either my faith or my 
preaching of this wonderful truth. 
Rather, I often feel the strongest 
pity for these who do not agree 
with me on this truth. If the 
Lord will allow me just one more 
carnal expression before I am 
glorified and made forever sin- 
less, I look forward to the time 
when on the way up I shall be 
able to say to all those who have 
disagreed with me on this mat- 
ter, “I told you so!” 


I want to state further, that 
I am personally convinced that a 
surrender of faith in either the 
premillennial return of Christ or 
even the pre-tribulation return of 
Jesus is a dangerous thing. Just 
as there cannot be a divorcement 
between doctrine and deportment, 
so I cannot see how there can 
but be the most serious relation- 
ship between what a man believes 
about the return of Christ, par- 
ticularly the time of His coming, 
and how that man lives nis daily 
life or serves the Lord in his 
ministry. 

Having said all of this, it must 
be conceded that a person can be 
a Christian and can even be 
termed an Evangelical or a Con- 
servative, or even a Fundamental- 
ist, and not hold to the views I 
have just expressed relative to the 
Lord’s return. We may have our 
own opinions as to how deficient 
such a person may be in his faith, 
just as we Baptists have our opin- 
ions of others 
Christ who do not see immersion; 
but we must nevertheless admit 
that they are members of His 
body and are thus deserving of 
our fellowship. I cannot find in 
the New Testament evidence for 
disfellowshipping others on any 
basis but the denial of those facts 
which are the most fundamental 
of the faith, or in other words, 
the Irreducible Minimums, So 
long as a man believes in the 
personal return of Christ, he can 
be classified a fundamentalist (on 
that point). 


I believe that we face perhaps 
the most serious crisis in the his- 
tory of our Conservative Baptist 
Movement. On those areas of the 
faith—on the platform of sound 
doctrine—let us take a_ united 
stand. We can afford to do noth- 
ing less. But at the same time let 
us admit that there are some 
areas of conviction in which we 
may have widely divergent con- 
victions! Let us not degenerate 
into a society for the discussion 
of theological difference to the 
forgetting of the motivating rea- 
sons for our very existence. 

We did not take issue with the 
old Convention on the peripheral 
matters of our faith, but on the 
Irreducible Minimums. We could 
no longer maintain a clear con- 
science before God under a policy 
of “inclusivism” that forced us to 
support with our money and our 
energies men who denied the Ir- 
reducible Minimums of our pre- 
cious faith. Furthermore, we 
recognized that a lost world was 
going to Hell without God, with- 
out Christ, and without hope— 
and that while we were fighting 
our theological battles souls were 
going out into endless night with- 
out our Saviour! On our knees, 
then, we determined to channel 
our money, and corral our ener- 
gies, and devote our efforts to 
fulfilling our Lord’s high com- 
mand to “go into all the world” 
with His saving message of grace. 
That determination and that con- 
viction was blessed of God in such 
a way that the Conservative 
movement bade fair to become the 
missionary miracle of this cen- 
tury. 

And do you think that this 
pleased our enemy? It did not! 
And so he is setting about to crip- 
ple the movement and paralyze 
the cause. And one of the most 
effective ways of doing this is to 
get us to fighting among our- 
selves over matters that are on 
the outer edges of importance, 
and thus cause us to lose the vi- 
sion of the purpose of our exist- 
ence. 
Now—let no one say that I 
have relegated to a place of non- 
importance the question of our 
Lord’s return. I have not. I still 
believe that the vast majority of 
Conservative Baptists are *con- 
vinced not only that the Lord 
Jesus Christ is coming again, but

The Watchword for Funda- 
mentalists: Loyalty to 
Christ 


I like the stirring words of 
Chester Tulga when speaking of 
fundamentalism and the future he 
declares: “The Fundamentalism 
of tomorrow must return to that 
uncompromising loyalty to Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, which is 
the heart of true orthodoxy. It 
will not compromise with those 
who, denying His virgin birth, 
cloud His birth and set aside His 
deity. It will not compromise 
with those who deny his deity, 
thus bringing into question His 
integrity and authority. It will 
not compromise with those who 
deny His sinlessness, thus destroy- 
ing His Saviourhood. It will not 


compromise with those who-deny 


His bodily resurrection, for if 
Christ be not raised from the 
dead we are still in our sins and 
there is no Gospel. It will not 
compromise with those who deny 
His personal return, for this is 
the only hope of our world drunk- 
en with sin. The fundamentalism 
of tomorrow must repudiate that 
cheap loyalty to Jesus of our day, 
that loyalty which has no indig- 
nation against those who accuse 
Him and repudiate Him. The fun- 
damentalism of tomorrow must 
repudiate the cheap loyalty to 
Jesus which says, “Hosanna to 
the King,” and then warms its 
hands in fellowship at the fires of 
His enemies. The fundamentalism 
of tomorrow must be loyal to 
Christ and refuse fellowship with 
His foes.” 

The hour is come for sound 
doctrine. A soundness of doctrine 
that enunciates clearly those es- 
sential facts in the glorious Gos- 
pel of the saving grace of God 
for a lost and doomed humanity; 
a soundness of doctrine that just 
as clearly outlines those principles 
by which a godly and sober life 
may be constructed, and a sound- 
ness of doctrine that reveals the 
plan of God for the future in 
which the glory of the Lord shall 
cover the earth as the waters cov- 
er the sea. 


My earnest plea is for a preach- 
ing in these days of stress and 
strain and impending disaster 
which will be Bible-filled and 
Christ-honoring; a preaching that 
will not hesitate to preach the 
sound and solid doctrines of our 
historic faith ....

He had widened their spiritual 
vision until they were able to 
take in all of life with its com- 
plexities and taught them how 
to apply God’s Word to life's ev- 
ery problem.
